Moreover, 
the volume of traffic is increasing fast 
and will, according to the expectations 
of the railroads, continue to increase 
commensurately with the expanding 
requirements of the government. Many 
of the latter, however, are declared to 
be dependent upon a further expansion 
of facilities or a further improvement 
in the labor situation on the roads in 
question, both of which contingencies 
appear to be remote.

'marily,'the coal requirements of the

This volume was exceeded slightly

In 
this ^connection, however, rather an 
anomalous condition has developed. | proflts from'small min< 
The railroads' payrolls appear to show 
about the same number _nf men at 
work in all departments as formerly, 
so that the trouble may not properly 
be ascribed to labor shortage. 


In lieu of a better term, therefore, 


Vice President Pack describes it as 


- "dilution" of labor, whoch he con- 


fesses he lias borrowed from the Eng- 
lish labor reports. It means, he ex- 
plains, that while the roads have the 
same number of men as before, tbey 
have lost a. very large propotnon of 
their most efficient employes, the sub- 
stitutes having been drawn from the i 
only remaining available supply, which j 
means, of course, the replacement of! 
men skilled by years ot experience' 
in detailed work, of & verj intricate 
machine, by inexperienced hands. He 
doesn't assume to say in exactly how 
much the reduced efficiency consists, 
but ventures the opinion

He does 
cite figures, though, which show that 
in many departments of tbe Pennsyl- 
vania lines west their .entire forces 
have been changed since the beginning 
of the cm-rent year.

Heat company, one of the largett gas 
producing concerns in Western Penn- 
nylvanla, has already given notice that 
the company may be unable to ade- 
quately supply its consumers this win- 
ter and urges them to u»e coal for 
fuel wherever it is possible, says the 
Waynesburg 
Democrat 
Messenger. 


Other gas companies in tin* section 
are in a similar situation and it is al- 
most certain that there will be even 
a greater shortage of gas in Waynes- 
burg than there wa» ia*t winter. 


To make the situation more alarm- 


ing there is not an adequate supply 
of coal available to consumers in Way- 
nesburg and Greene county. There 
are only three coal mines near Way- 
nesburg, the Moredock and Lapping 
mines near Morrisrllle, and another 
small mine about two miles below 
^Vaynesburg on the road to Jefferson. 
The American Steel 
company 
has 


contracted to take the entire output 
of the Moredock and Lapping mines 
for their plant in Weat Waynesburg, 
thus leaving but one mine to supply 
the consumers in Waynesburg 
and 


vicinity with coal. In addition to this 
the miners are working but part time 
and the local demand for coal cannot 
be met under such circumstances. 


A few of our citizens are operating 


small mines outside of Greene county 
and while they are, no doubt, proving 
to be profitable investments, 
they 


could, ia all probability, gam as large

county and would also be rendering 
a great service to their communities.
